London, January 13.—The contents 
of the supposed tomb of, Senefru, as 
they will be described within a few 
days in an official communique from 
the Egyptian government, will defin- 
itely establish the overwhelming im- 
portance of this discovery, which has 
been made by Professor Reisner’s Har- 
yard expedition. I am able to give 
some details of these contents, be- 
cause two men have already had a 
peep at them, through a hole in the 
roof of the tomb, 100 feet under- 


‘ground. 


One morning Rowe ard Greenlees 
of the Reisner expedition went to the 
shaft with two powerful mirrors. One, 
placed at the top, focussed the blind- 
ing sunlight to the bottom of the shaft. 
The other, at the bottom. was placed 
so that from it the sun's rays were 
thrown into the chamber itself. Then. 
for the first time, the excavators saw 
what was really there. 

Upon the alabaster .

;rests a great gold canopy. Beside 
'this, some of them resting on the 
| edge of the sarcophagus, are the poles 
| tipped with gold that held it erect, 
‘perhaps during the funeral  cere- 
/monies. 
| The rest of the floor of the cham- 
_ber is covered with objects; Every- 
where appears the glint of gold. One 
great gold bow! or basin is prominent. 
Sut much of “the space’ within the 
chamber seems to have been filled 
\with furniture, and this had decayed, 
leaving ouly a mass of collapsed wood 
‘and the gold, ivory and other metal 


ornamentation that had been fastened ' 


on the woodwork. 

N one single piece of furniture 
has crer been found from such a re- 
mote period, and experts believe that 
most or all of this can be recon- 
structed from the metal clasps and 
ornaments, as it originally stood. 

Tutankhamen’s furniture was 
tact. But whether it would have re- 
mained in its present form, if left 
undiscovered as long as this has been, 
until some Howard Carter of the year 
A. D.- 4000 had found it, is doubtful. 
This wooden funerary equipment of 


Senefru, if it is Senefru’s, had been 
unable to survive the lapse of five, 
perhaps nearly six millenniums, even 
in a sealed chamber ard in the dry

Finally,« it seemed conclusive that 
the new tomb shaft lies due east of 
the center of the Great Pyramid, and 


that the eauseway which Cheops con- | 


strueted, up which the stones for the 
pyramid were dragged, runs across the 
valley in an absolutely straight line 
directly towards the center of the 
pyvramid. This last supposed fact evi- 
dently struck Dr. Reisner when he 
heard about the discovery in boston, 
for he was reported as having said 
that the superstructure of the new 
tomb must have been destroyed when 
the causeway was built. 

The two young scientists who made 
the discovery—through the most won- 
derful stroke of luck that ever. befell 
archeologists, ceased their operations 
immediately after they had taken their 
peep through the hole in the roof. To 
insure the safety of their treasure, 
they filled in the shaft to a depth of 
many feet with the blocks of Cheops. 
They covered over and sealed the top. 
They declared the season's work 
closed, and waited for Dr. Reisner. 
He has come, but his health did not 
permit him to get to work on this su- 
preme task of his life until late in 
the present season, and at this writ-

More Penitentiaries Wanted. 

The United States needs more peni- 
tentiaries. The prohibition laws that 
were to reduce crime, make courts 
almost negligible and prisons prac- 
ticelly tenantless, have back-fired and 
made it absolutely necessary to In- 
crease federal judges by scores and 
now to-build a new and commodious 
penitentiary. ‘There is rivalry in con- 
gress as to whether it shall be built 
in the southwest, say in Arizona, or 
in the east nearer to the source of 
convict supply than Atlanta or Leav- 
enworth. By the logic of events the 
east should have it, for the congested 
slums and alien colonies in that re: 
gion are furnishing more federal 
criminals than any other section of 
the country.

CHAPTER XL. 
- Railroads Center on Atlanta. 


From the time that the terminus of 
the state road was located in the 
center of what is now Atlanta, her 
railroads have been the foundation 
and promoters of the growth and 
prosperity of the city. It would seem 
that the very iron in the rails en- 
tered into the blood of the early 
settlers who purposed to make At- 
lanta both a home and a city of 
wealth and power. They entered with 
enthusiasm. into every. railway proj- 
ect that was proposed, and did not 
hesitate to pledge both their private 
funds and their public credit for the 
construction of these iron arms into 
the regions from which they were de- 
termined to draw population and 
prosperity. 

It should be a rebuke to some of 
the pessimists and cheeseparers of 
the present generation of Atlantans 
to read that in her infant days when 
the total assessed property of her citi- 
zens Was not more than $1,000,000 
they did not hesitate to subscribe a 
$10,000 at one time for the construe- 
tion of one of those lines of rails. 
It demanded of them both great faith 
and great daring, but neither of these 
qualities were lacking in the men who 
laid the foundations of the city. The 
spirit of those pioneers has survived 
the fiery trials of a great war, and 
the depressions of several general 
panics, and is still available in their 
descendants whenever it is called upon 
to function. 

It was by that spirit of optimism 
and cooperation for the publie- good 
that the Georgia, the Central and the 
West Point railways were brought 
into the city before the war between 
the states halted the building of such 
public utilities. After the war had 
ended and the genius of the phoenix 
arose from the ashes of the city’s sac- 
rificial pyre, new railway projects 
were brought before the people of At- 
lanta, and notwithstanding, the fact 
that they had little capital and scarce- 
ly any public eredit with which to 
cooperate, they held popular meetings 
and nrivate conferences for devising 
wavs and means to acquire new ar- 
teries of communication and new ve- 
hicles for travel and trade. ‘They 
backed up with all their enthusiasm, 
and whatever pledges of cash and 
credit that they dared to make, every 
proposition to build a new railroad 
into or out of the city. 

The very boldness and courage of 
reaching into the future generated a 
confidence among the people and in 
the financial world that Atlanta could 
be trusted to carry through with 
honor and success any undertaking 
of a publie character upon which the 
citizens would concentrate. 

It was by such men and means that 
the Atlanta and Charlotte Airline was 
constructed to Gainesville and then 
to Charlotte, and finally became a part 
of the Richmond & Danville system, 
since merged into the mar.moth and 
far-reaching Southern railway system. 
Another of these undertakings was 
the Georgia Pacific railway to con- 
nect Atlanta with Birmingham, then 
promising to become the iron center 
and subsequently the steel metropolis 
of the new south. Following that 
came the promotion and building of 
the Marietta & North Georgia rail- 
road, since extended to Knoxville and 
incorporated with the Louisville & 
Nashville system. After that under 
the leadership of Julius L. Brown, 
the East Tennessee, Virginia & Geor- 
gia railroad was brought down from 
Dalton to Atlanta, and is now a part 
of the great Southern -railway system. 
Later on, promoted by John N. Dunn 
and his colleagues, a new line to 
the south was built from Atlanta to 
Valley, subsequently becoming 
merged with the Southern railway sys- 
tem. Yet another line, that was 
much desired and that eventually ma- 
terialized, was the extension to Co- 
lumbus, Sinee then the Southern 
railway has built its short line from 
Atlanta to Macon, and the Seaboard 
Air Line system built in from Ham- 
let to Atlanta and on to Birmingham. 

A glance at the railway map of

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| the south exhibits Atlanta as one of 
the great railway hubs of the nation, 
and the steel arms of this Briareus 
now reach out in every direction and 
touch the hands of our fellow citizens 
in almost every A sen commercial city 
in the vast cis-Mississippi part of the 
nation, 

A volume would be needed to give 
the detailed history of each of these 
great arteries of communication and 
commerce, and to name and delineate 
the men whose yision and energy 
brought them into being would re- 
quire volumes. To the old citizens, 
however, the names of such engineers 
and builders of our railways as Wad- 
ley, and Grant, and Peters, and Thomp- 
son, and Cuyler,and King, and Fore- 
acre, and the Grants, andthe Browns, 
recur whenever a particular line or 
System is mentionel. They were bene- 
facters of the city and of the south 
far beyond the visions that inspired 
them to their achievements. 

Iie who comes to Atlanta today 
from any part of the world cannot 
escape the conviction that the city 
“lives, moves and has her being” in 
the activities and prosperities of her 
railroads. If any magic could with- 
draw them from her she would shrivel 
and decay as surely and swiftly as 
“Jonah's gourd.” 

The street railway system of the 
city was inaugurated in 1871 by 
Colonel George W. Adair and Colonel 
Richard Peters, who formed a limited 
company and obtained their fran- 
chise from the city council. Colonel 
Adair lived in- West End en a con- 
siderable estate at the junction of 
Whitehall street and the railway 
lines going south and west. In order 
to develop that section of the city 
he insisted upon building the first 
line of street rails from the White- 
hall street crossing in the center of 
the city to West innd, with the ter- 
minus near to his own residence. The 
success of the line was immediate, and 
led immediately to further extension 
plans. A new line was built from 
the present Five Points out Marietta 
Street, ending at the rolling mills that 
were then in full operation. The De- 
catur street line was next constructed 
from Five Points out RLecatur. street 
to Oakland cemetery. and went into 
operation in May, 1872. In August 
of the same year a Leachfree line 
was constructed and operated as far 
as the residence 
Kichard Peters. Thus there were four 
lines radiating north, east, west and 
south, and furnishing most desirable 
of transportation for the citizens of 
the various sections traversed. 

Other lines were subsequently built 
to intervening sections, and influenced 
Strongly the building up of the re- 
moter districts and environs of the 
expanding city. Eventually and quite 
logically a consolidated city system 
was demanded and all of the lines 
were finally merged under the own- 
ership and operation of the Georgia 
Railway & Power company. That 
company has made many extensions, 
until there are few citiese in the coun- 
try—certainly none in the south— 
that has a better equipped and more 
comprehensive system of street rail- 
way transportation than this “Gate 
City of the South,” 

The original street cses would be 
amusing objects to our children of 
today. They were dumpy little af- 
fairs, poised on a single pair of tracks 
with a driver's open platform in front 
and a rear door and step for the 
entrance of the passengers. They 
were to accommodate 16 passengé®rs, 
seated eight on a side, but the strap- 
hanger was as much in evidence in 
that day in the hush hours as in our 
present time. The first cars were 
drawn by stout little rat-tail Mexican 
mules that Colonel Peters had dis- 
covered somewhere this side pf ‘‘No- 
ah’s Ark.” As the city @rew and 
traffic inereased on the lines, the 
cars were gradually modernized, ear- 
ried more cargo and were drawn by - 
stout spans of Kentucky mules. At- 
lanta, however, keeps. step with the 
drum major of progress and our 
street car transportation has evolved 
to its present uhexcelled proportions 
and equipment.

| From their plunder the Roman 
‘leaders sometim’® gave gold for pub- 
‘lic shows—for fights in the arena and 
races at the circus grounds. They 
/spent money for public bath-palaces, 
too; but you may be sure that their 
'own homes and feasts took up much 
of the booty. 

Roman soldiers had no gunpowder 
(to use in their wars; so they were 
less deadly than soldiers of today. All

modern soldiers armed with 
cuns and cannon. 

Roman soldiers did not need to face 
‘guns, however. To meet armies of 
i those days, they were well ready. 
Porilled with care, and taught to be 
willing to die for their leaders, they 
won Victory after victory. 

Among the weapons of war used 
by the Romans were “catapults” and 
'“ballistas.” 

The catapult was a machine used 
for hurling darts and spears. By 
turning a crank, the cord of a heavy 
bow was drawn back. When the cord 
was set free it sent the missile for- 
| ward with great speed. 
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ng ready to fire a heavy dart 
from a Roman catapult. 
ballista "was sometimes made 
(in much the same fashion, but it com- 
‘monly threw out a good-sized stone, 
instead of a dart or spear. Other 
ballistas were worked by levers in 
a mannér not clearly known. 

The Romans gained the idea for 
both of these war engines from the 
Greeks. It is interesting to notice 
that in war as in almost every other 
field, the Romans copied people of 
other nations, 

The weapons I have mentioned were 
‘used more in the siege of towns than 
lin open-field fighting. In certain 
-cases they were unable to capture 
‘a town by the usual means and made 
'use of a tunnel, This was bored un- 
{der the walls. Soldiers used it to 
‘get into the city and then ran to the 
gates and flung them open. ‘The rest 
of the army pushed its way through 
the gateway. One tunnel of this na- 
ture was cut in solid rock for a dis- 
tance of more than a mile.

‘VATICAN SAYS ARTICLE 
WAS MISUNDERSTOOD 


Rome, January 13,—(4)—Osserva- 
‘tore Romano, organ of the vatican, 
‘published an article today, apparently 
| withdrawing from the position taken 
iin its article yesterday, which criti- 
cized the fascist government's proposed 
ecclesiastical reform bill. The paper 
says that yesterday's article, which 
was interpreted as throwing’ cold 
water on Premier Mussolini’s plans 
for healing the historic breach _be- 
tween the church and the Italian 
‘state, has been completely misunder- 
istood, both in letter and spirit. 

There was no intention, the paper 
‘says today, to affirm that the pro- 
jposed fascist reforms “contained no 
‘improvement on the ecclesiastical leg- 
islation imposed upon the church by 
anti-clerical liberalism.” 

The paper denies that it failed to 
recognize a spirit free from the preju- 
dices of liberalism inspiring the pro- 
posed reform. It says it merely de- 
sired to point out that the work of 
the government committee framing the 
reform was “far from what could be 
‘called perfect.” 

The vatican organ adds that the ex- 
tremely grave prejudicial fact of the 
condition of the holy see—referring 
to the law of guarantees—persists and 
'that the reform work now in hand is 
ibeing carried out by the Italian gov- 
‘ernment without other cooperation.
